It is remembered that the Chinese 
“volunteers” who stormed into Ko- 
rea in 1&50 were also disclaimed 
by their Red Chinese government. 

The New Crusader had learned 
and reported that the Ghanian 
troops in Cuba were “tall Negroes” 
and that they were kept in marsh- 
alling areas near Cienfuegos and 
Mariel. About 1.500 were in the 
first contingent to be received by 
Castro. 

This newspaper had learned that 
the Ghanian soldiers were absorb- 
ed into the international brigade 
of Communists numbering tabout 
30,000. They were trained by Rus- 
sian officers, it was reported. 

The Communist war build - up 
called for the use of many non- 
white troops. 

A force of Red Chinese soldiers 
were stationed on the Isle of Pines 
at the time of the publication of 
The New Crusader article. 

Algerians had also started to ar- 
rive at the time.
